NOTICE  is  hereby  given  that  by  Order  in  Coun¬ 
cil  No.  2785,  approved  December  16th,  1953,  the 
following  regulations  have  been  made: — 

1.  That  pursuant  to  section  17  of  the  “  Electrical 
Energy  Inspection  Act,”  being  chapter  107  of  the 
“  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948,”  the 
rules  and  provisions  contained  in  Part  I  of  the 
Canadian  Electrical  Code  (Sixth  Edition)  promul¬ 
gated  by  the  Canadian  Standards  Association  as 
Publication  C. 22. 1-1953,  including  the  provisions 
and  definitions  in  Section  O  of  the  said  Part,  which 
is  available  in  printed  form,  are  adopted  and  made 
regulations  under  the  said  Act,  with  the  variations 
following: — 

Definitions. — The  definitions  of  “  Inspection 
Department  ”  and  “  Inspector  ”  in  Section  O  are 
deleted,  and  the  following  substituted: — 

Inspection  Department  ’  means  the  Chief 
Inspector  and  any  Inspector  of  Electrical 
Energy  appointed  for  the  purposes  of  the 
‘  Electrical  Energy  Inspection  Act.’  In  the 
application  of  these  rules  in  a  municipality 
the  term  ‘  Inspection  Department  ’  shall,  in 
addition  to  the  foregoing,  include  any  Elec¬ 
trical  Inspector  or  other  officer  appointed 
by  the  Municipal  Council  to  enforce  the 
‘  Electrical  Energy  Inspection  Act.’  ” 
Section  O. — After  the  definition  of  “  varying 
duty  ”  insert  the  following  definitions: — 

Dwelling  unit  ’  means  a  room,  or  a  suite  of 
two  or  more  rooms,  designed  or  intended 
for  use  by  an  individual  or  family,  in  which 
facilities  are  provided  for  cooking  or  for  the 
installation  of  cooking  equipment: 

Dwelling,  one-family,’  means  any  building  or 
part  thereof  designed,  intended,  or  used  for 
a  residential  occupancy  consisting  only  of 
one  dwelling  unit: 

“  ‘  Dwelling,  two-family,’  means  any  building  or 
part  thereof  designed,  intended,  or  used  for 
a  residential  occupancy  consisting  only  of 
two  dwelling  units: 

Dwelling,  multiple,’  means  any  building  or 
part  thereof  designed,  intended,  or  used  for 
a  residential  occupancy  consisting  of  more 
than  two  dwelling  units,  and  shall  include 
apartment-houses,  terraces,  rows,  and  group 
houses.” 

Rule  6-006. — Delete  subclause  6-006  (1)  ( b ), 
and  substitute  the  following: — 

“(b)  (i)  Conductors  and  cables  approved  for 
the  purpose  may  be  installed  underground 
in  direct  contact  with  the  earth  by  special 
permission  only.  Where  so  installed,  the 
following  minimum  requirements  shall  ap¬ 
ply.  The  conductors  or  cables  shall  be 
laid  in  a  trench  at  a  depth  not  less  than 

2  feet  below  existing  grade  or  finished 
grade,  whichever  may  be  the  lower.  They 
shall  be  installed  side  by  side  on  a  bed  of 
not  less  than  2  inches  of  sand  or  other 
similar  screened  material,  and  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  cross  over  each  other.  They 
shall  be  covered  with  at  least  2  inches  of 
sand  or  other  similar  screened  material  and 
protected  throughout  by  cedar  planking 
not  less  than  2  inches  thick  by  8  inches 
wide,  or  equivalent  mechanical  protection. 
The  trench  shall  be  back-filled  to  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  the  Inspection  Department  with 
excavated  material  which  shall  be  free  of 
large  rocks. 

“(ii)  Where  the  cables  or  conductors 
cannot  be  buried  to  a  depth  of  2  feet,  or 
where  they  enter  a  building  or  structure, 
they  shall  be  protected  by  rigid  conduit, 
or  by  fibre  duct  encased  in  not  less  than 

3  inches  of  concrete,  for  a  distance  not  less 
than  5  feet  from  any  such  building  or  point 
of  emergence.”

“(d)  Flexible  conduit,  the  conductors  being 
lead-sheathed: 

“(c)  Armoured  lead-covered  cable: 

“(f)  Service  entrance  cable,  Type  ASE: 

“(g)  Service  entrance  cable,  Type  SE  or  USE, 
provided  that: — 

“(i)  It  is  protected  by  approved  means 
where  within  7  feet  of  the  ground: 

“(ii)  The  potential  does  not  exceed  300 
volts  between  conductors  and  150  volts  to 
ground: 

“(iii)  Where,  on  a  conducting  surface, 
it  is  mounted  on  insulating  supports  which 
hold  it  not  less  than  2  inches  from  such 
surface. 

Rule  6-026. — After  clause  6-026  (e)  add  the 
following  new  clauses: — 

“(f)  In  multiple-occupancy  buildings  of  more 
than  two  occupancies,  a  suitable  room  or 
enclosure  which  shall  be  accessible  to  all 
occupants  shall  be  provided  to  house  the 
service  and  distribution  equipment: 

“(g)  In  duplex  occupancies  where  common  ser¬ 
vice  equipment  is  installed,  such  equipment 
shall  be  in  a  location  accessible  to  both 
occupants.”

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto.
